We met today with Dennis Watson, Mayor of Craig, and Steve Silver to discuss 
the State's position on TLMP, among other things. They are quite concerned 
about certain portions of the State's letter to the Forest Service, particularly 
the treatment of the Annual Harvest Level and the Conservation Guidelines. I 
responded that I thought their interpretation of the letter and our objectives 
was too restrictive. 

They reiterated their request for a high level meeting with the Administration, 
hopefully including the Governor. I was non-committal about the Governor's 
involvement pending further discussions. However, I did mention that we had 
talked internally about meetings and other mechanisms to obtain industry 
and community input on a regular basis. 

If we have not done so already, I would recommend scheduling a meeting with 
the appropriate folks to discuss the State's letter and next steps. I think that 
this would be useful for all concerned and would help avoid any alienation of 
the industry and their allies. 

Incidently, they predicted that, in the absence of remedial action by the Forest 
Service, two of the mills would disappear over the next two years. Watson and 
Silver believe that the State, as a cooperating agency, must take a strong 
position with the Forest Service to avoid this and to build upon the 
recommendations in our letter.

Governor : 

I wasn't aware of this particular effort until late last week as well. As you 
know, the Russian River is the site of an extremely dense sport fishery for sockeye 
salmon, and also the site of frequent bear-human interactions (some of them lethal 
to bears and harmful to people) . While potentially unorthodox, or at least 
unexpected, this dye-marking program is an attempt to better identify those bears 
that are problems before they become so habituated as to likely cause injury. Of 
course, people should be wary and careful of all bears, but being able to easily 
identify particular bears will help the public accurately report interactions with 
those bears that are suspected of becoming problems. 

Below is an explanation of this effort from our Division of Wildlife Conservation 
staff. Please let me know if you need more information. 



The plan to mark certain individual brown bears at the Russian River is part of an 
interagency effort (in conjunction with the Forest Service and the Fish & Wildlife 
Service) to improve public safety and reduce bear/human conflicts that occur in 
association with the famous Russian River sport fishery each summer. 

The reason the scheme to mark bears with dye and instali fish carcass grinders 
appeared in the ADN (and the Empire) is because Wildlife Conservation staff were 
trying to be proactive, getting information in front of the public before the 
salmon run draws crowds to the area. 

There are a number of bears that are habituated to humans along the Russian, and 
the river receives intense pressure from ^combat fishermen' each year. This 
juxtaposition leads to freguent bear-human encounters, and because of the 
inexperience of many visitors around bears and the tendency to be fearful of them, 
we have unfortunate incidents on the river most years. One manif estation of this 
is the tendency for bears to be wounded or killed by people who fear for their own 
safety, often when the bears are of f ering no particular threat. 

As the result of such killings in the past we have had several instances of young 
bears being orphaned, and these often survive by feeding on fish caught by humans 
along the river. This ranges from stealing fish that have been landed to bluffing 
fishermen out of fish they are catching, to eating discarded butchered fish 
carcasses. These bears lose their fear of humans and are often in close proximity 
to people along the bank. 

The management agencies need to track how bears are interacting with people, and it 
is important to be able to dif ferentiate between individuals in case certain bears 
develop bad habits. People have a poor record of being able to distinguish 
individual bears based on pelage characteristics, scars, or other features (even 
ear tags) . The proposal to dye mark certain bears is an attempt to help agency 
staff keep people and bears safe this season by allowing us to monitor behavior 
more reliably than has been possible in the past. 
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We would not be marking these bears except for the extreme potential for human-bear 
interactions on this stream, and it is one part of an interagency attempt to reduce 
the type of problems seen in past years. Ali the agencies are interested in 
increasing the safety of both people and bears in this situation.
